Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Health 
Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  Year  1960.  It  is  again  an  ordinary 
report  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

When  the  statistics  for  1960  are  reviewed  the  overall  picture 
is  of  a  satisfactory  level  of  health  having  been  maintained  in  the 
Borough. 

The  Birth-rate  at  16.9  per  1000  of  the  population  is  0.2  up  on 
the  previous  year  and  follows  the  upward  trend  noted  since  the 
lowest  post-war  rate  of  15.7  recorded  in  1957.  This  is  a  small 
but  welcome  improvement  and  it  helps  to  ensure  that  the  average 
age  of  the  town  population  will  be  kept  at  a  lower  figure  than  it 
might  otherwise  be.  We  are  an  ageing  population  in  so  far  as  the 
average  age  of  the  population  in  the  town  is  increasing  because 
more  and  more  people  are  living  to  a  very  ripe  old  age,  and  fewer 
young  people  are  coming  along  to  offset  the  increase  in  the  elderly. 
So  that  the  increasing  Birth-rate  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction 
and  will  ultimately  ensure  the  continuing  stability  and  prosperity 
of  the  community. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  from  the  Census  of  1961  what 
actually  is  the  proportion  of  Old  Age  Pensioners  in  the  population. 

The  Death-rate  at  11.8  per  1000  of  the  population  is  slightly 
up  on  the  previous  two  years  when  it  had  remained  static  at  11.7 
per  1C00  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  1960  is  the  highest 
recorded  for  20  years  but  it  should  be  noted  that  in  the  hospitals 
in  the  town  there  are  354  beds  for  aged  and  chronic  sick  persons 
so  that  Mansfield’s  aged  and  ailing  population  is  artificially  increased 
and  the  deaths  of  any  of  these  patients  who  have  been  over  6 
months  in  hospital  is  credited  to  Mansfield  and  is  not  transferred 
out  to  the  former  place  of  residence,  where  in  all  probability  they 
had  spent  the  major  portion  of  their  life.  Furthermore,  any  error 
in  registering  whether  the  deceased  was  under  or  over  6  months 
in  hospital  cannot  be  rectified.  Though  the  increase  this  year  is 
small  it  may  well  be  due  to  these  artificial  factors. 
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For  the  second  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  Maternal 
Death.  Our  congratulations  are  due  to  the  doctors,  midwives, 
nurses  and  health  visitors  who  have  made  this  possible.  During 
the  period  1948  to  1950  no  maternal  death  occurred  so  it  is  hoped 
that  1961  will  be  added  to  the  two  previous  years  and  make  this 
period  equally  commendable. 

Ihe  number  of  Cancer  deaths  (117)  in  1960  was  a  new  record 
for  the  Borough  and  again  Cancer  of  the  Lung  claimed  the  largest 
number  of  victims.  Approximately  one  in  every  five  cancer 
deaths  was  due  to  cancer  in  this  site  alone.  When  we  remember 
that  as  soon  as  it  was  known  that  some  industrial  processes  could 
determine  the  site  of  election  for  cancer  steps  were  taken  to  dis¬ 
continue  these  processes  and  so  prevent  and  eliminate  the  cancer. 
How  sad  it  is  therefore  to  reflect  that  some  of  these  cases  of  cancer 
of  the  lung  might  have  been  prevented  if  only  the  warnings  given 
had  been  heeded  and  the  knowledge  available  applied.  It  is  well 
known  that  cigarette  smoking  predisposes  to  cancer  of  the  lung 
therefore  we  should  face  the  facts  and  do  everything  to  abolish 
this  harmful  and  wasteful  practice  and  prevent  our  youngsters 
from  becoming  cigarette  sucking  drug  addicts  threatened  by  an 
early  death  from  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Do  not  let  us  forget  that  atmospheric  pollution  plays  its  part 
in  all  respiratory  diseases  so  that  we  should  press  on  relentlessly 
until  Mansfield  is  a  smokeless  zone  in  the  shortest  possible  time 
and  certainly  long  before  1980  which  is  the  probable  date.  We 
have  seen  what  has  been  achieved  in  the  eradication  of  Tuberculosis 
by  the  application  of  scientific  and  medical  knowledge  and  environ¬ 
mental  improvement,  therefore  the  same  could  be  done  in  Cancer 
of  the  lung  and  other  respiratory  diseases  by  the  use  of  the  same 
methods  and  the  will  to  achieve  the  same  results. 

Turning  to  the  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  the  picture 
is  brighter  and  encouraging.  The  percentage  of  children  protected 
against  Diphtheria  is  77.8  and  is  slightly  up  on  the  previous  year. 
However,  it  remains  just  below  the  ideal  minimum  for  safety  which 
is  80%  and  therefore  if  we  wish  to  maintain  our  record  of  freedom 
from  this  disease  we  must  avoid  apathy,  complacency  and  neglect 
and  be  sure  that  every  child  receives  protection  at  as  early  an  age 
as  possible  It  is  extremely  foolish  to  think  that  Diphtheria  has 
been  completely  eradicated.  Experience  has  shown  that  it  is  still 
present  and  virulent  in  the  Country  and  any  lessening  of  the  defen¬ 
sive  measures  is  courting  disaster.  Therefore  do  not  let  children 
live  dangerously  by  putting-off  inoculation  until  the  child  goes 
to  school. 
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Greater  use  is  being  made  of  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 
During  1960  no  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  town  and  1877 
persons  completed  an  initial  protection  course  of  two  injections 
and  4858  persons  availed  themselves  of  a  third  “  booster  ”  injection. 
The  response  from  the  adolescent  and  the  under  40  groups  remains 
disappointing  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  this  neglect  to  take 
such  simple  precautions  because  an  attack  of  Poliomyelitis  can 
cripple  a  wage  earner  and  in  consequence  reduce  the  family  circum¬ 
stances. 

There  is  a  heartening  increasing  response  on  the  part  of  parents 
for  B.C.G.  Vaccination  for  their  children  and  the  number  tested 
(2694)  and  vaccinated  (2194)  and  investigated  by  X-ray  examination 
(355)  during  1960  is  the  best  response  so  far.  There  were  however, 
145  defaulters  who  failed  either  to  attend  for  vaccination  or  X-ray 
examination.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  quickening  response 
will  continue  as  B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  a  valuable  and  proven 
method  of  protecting  the  susceptible  adolescent  and  hastening 
the  elimination  of  the  disease. 

I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  ready  co-operation 
and  efficient  work  of  the  whole  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department, 
and  in  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
continued  help  and  support  which  you  have  yourselves  given 
throughout  the  year.

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  was 
869  of  whom  778  were  under  5  years  of  age,  and  91  aged  5 — 14. 
The  percentage  of  the  child  population  protected  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  77.8,  compared  with  77.3  in  1959. 

The  number  of  children  already  immunised  who  were  given 
a  “  boosting  ”  or  reinforcing  dose  during  the  year  was  540. 

Thanks  are  given  to  the  Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs  for 
their  invaluable  assistance. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been 
followed  during  the  year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

The  weekly  clinic  for  inoculation  against  whooping  cough 
commenced  in  November  1946.  This  clinic  has  been  carried  on 
without  interruption  through  1960,  and  during  the  year  763  children 
have  been  inoculated  against  this  disease. 

SMALLPOX. 

460  Primary  and  25  Re-vaccinations  were  performed  during 
1960,  chiefly  among  the  child  population  of  the  Borough. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

During  the  year  1,877  persons  comprising  839  children  born 
between  1943-1960,  244  young  persons  bom  between  1933-1942 
and  782  persons  born  before  1933  but  under  40  years  of  age,  and 
12  persons  in  other  priority  groups  (including  expectant  mothers) 
received  a  course  of  two  injections.  In  addition  4,858  persons 
received  a  third  “  booster  ”  injection. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  children  in  their  14th  year 
was  begun  during  1958.  During  1960,  2,672  children  and  22 
students  were  tested  by  the  Heaf  Multiple  Puncture  method  and 
2,194  non-reactors  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  vaccine.  The 
377  reactors  were  referred  to  the  King’s  Mill  Hospital  for  X-ray 
examination. 
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CONTROL  OF  INFESTATION. 

(a)  Scabies. 

This  condition  is  practically  non-existent  in  the  town.

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Report  of  the 

Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  sixteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  1960. 

During  the  year  634  complaints  were  received  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  as  a  result  of  the  investigation  into  these  complaints 
668  notices  were  served  requiring  repairs  to  houses. 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  completion  of  the  Council’s 
first  post-war  five  year  programme  for  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
and  during  the  year  42  dwellings  were  demolished.  The  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  Clearance  Orders 
relating  to  6  Clearance  Areas  involving  32  houses  and  a  further 
21  houses  were  acquired  by  the  Corporation  for  demolition.  In 
addition  18  houses  were  dealt  with  individually.  These  71  houses 
provided  accommodation  for  203  persons. 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  established  a 
new  system  of  financial  grants  for  the  modernising  of  sub-standard 
houses  by  the  provision  of  hot  water  systems,  baths,  wash-hand 
basins  and  other  domestic  amenities.  The  period  under  review 
saw  the  first  complete  year  of  the  operation  of  this  important 
piece  of  social  legislation.  91  applications  were  received  and  as  a 
result  78  houses  were  provided  with  the  standard  amenities  in¬ 
volving  a  total  grant  contribution  of  £7,020.  Encouraging  though 
these  figures  may  be  they  refer  almost  entirely  to  owner/occupied 
houses  and  significant  progress  in  the  modernisation  of  large  areas 
of  existing  sub-standard,  yet  structurally  sound,  dwellings  in  the 
town  is  not  likely  to  be  made  until  the  present  law  is  amended  so 
as  to  impose  some  measure  of  compulsion  upon  owner  and  occupier 
alike  to  equip  these  houses  with  the  modem  amenities  they  now 
lack. 


Only  six  applications  were  received  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957, 
for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  and  all  of  these  were  granted.  The 
decline  in  the  number  of  applications  for  certificates  to  which  I 
referred  last  year,  when  there  were  29  applications,  has  continued 
and  it  is  evident  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  a  means  of 
securing  the  repair  of  houses  are  of  little  practical  value. 
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Although  there  are  now  only  two  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  food  continues  to 
increase  and  a  considerable  number  of  carcases  of  meat  is  exported 
to  other  districts,  in  some  instances  as  far  afield  as  Smithfield 
Market.  All  of  the  animals  killed  are  inspected  by  your  Officers 
and  as  a  result  of  their  activities  over  18  tons  of  meat,  including 
41  whole  carcases,  was  rejected  as  unfit  for  food.  The  quality  of 
the  animals  slaughtered  for  food  in  the  Borough  is  exceptionally 
high  and  due  almost  entirely  to  the  fine  work  of  the  Veterinary 
Officers  of  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  in  their  long  and  now  successful  fight  to  eradicate 
bovine  tuberculosis,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  the  almost  complete 
absence  of  tuberculosis  in  bovine  animals  and  a  great  reduction 
in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  pigs. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958,  the  Corporation  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  their  recommendations  with  regard  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Borough  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  to  meet 
existing  and  probable  future  needs.  The  whole  of  the  Corporation’s 
recommendations  were  accepted  by  the  Minister  without  modifi¬ 
cation  and  January  1961  was  appointed  as  the  date  when  the 
new  Act  and  Regulations  made  thereunder  were  to  operate  fully 
in  Mansfield. 

202  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination  and  represented  a  wide  selection  of  articles 
in  common  and  regular  demand.  In  addition,  164  samples  of 
milk  were  tested  for  quality  in  your  own  Department.  Of  the 
samples  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  15  were  reported  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  of  these  11  were  samples  of  milk,  the  deficiencies  in 
which  were  due  to  natural  causes  ;  the  irregularities  reported  by 
the  Analyst  in  respect  of  the  remaining  4  samples  were  not  of  a 
serious  nature  and  were  dealt  with  informally.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  record  that  although  there  is  now  no  legal  standard  of  meat 
content  for  sausages  the  16  samples — -most  of  which  were  manu¬ 
factured  in  the  town — -obtained  during  the 'year,  had  a  meat  content 
equal  to  or  greater  than  the  previous  Ministry  of  Food  standard. 

For  many  years  the  standard  of  milk  supplied  by  our  local 
dairies  has  been  excellent  and  1960  was  no  exception.  601  samples 
of  milk  were  taken  for  testing  during  delivery  to  the  general  public 
or  at  schools  and  hospitals.  All  the  samples  conformed  to  the 
prescribed  tests  for  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisation  and  only  one 
failed  the  keeping  quality  test  and  this  particular  sample  was 
processed  in  a  dairy  outside  the  Borough. 
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During  the  year  1,118  inspections  were  made  of  the  various 
food  premises  in  the  Borough  and  74  notices  were  served  as  a 
result.  The  administration  of  the  numerous  Acts  and  Regulations 
controlling  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  food  imposes  a 
heavy  demand  upon  your  Staff  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  the 
continued  co-operation  that  is  afforded  by  the  majority  of  food 
traders  in  the  town. 


1960  was  the  first  complete  calendar  year  during  which 
recordings  were  taken  to  measure  the  amount  of  pollution  in  the 
air.  The  Corporation  maintain  two  sites  in  the  Borough  where 
measurements  are  taken — one  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  the 
other  on  the  Southern  outskirts.  The  information  obtained  from 
the  results  of  the  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  can  only 
be  of  real  value  if  spread  over  a  period  of  years  but  even  after  one 
year  the  pattern  of  the  graphs  produced  in  a  later  part  of  my 
Report  indicate  a  fall  in  the  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution 
during  the  summer  months  when  the  use  of  fires  in  private  houses 
is  at  its  lowest. 


During  the  year  the  Council  took  positive  action  to  implement 
the  five-year  programme  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  which  they 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
in  1959  and  arrangements  were  made,  including  the  appointment 
of  additional  staff,  for  work  in  connection  with  the  first  Area  in 
this  programme  to  commence  early  in  1961. 


Mansfield  will  be  a  better  place  in  which  to  live  when  the 
Council’s  proposals  are  put  into  effect.  The  general  public  can 
be  assured  that  such  proposals  will  not  affect  adversely  Mansfield's 
primary  industry  since  anyone  who  burns  gas,  electricity  or  any 
of  the  solid  smokeless  fuels  is  in  fact  burning  coal. 


It  should  be  the  right  of  everyone  in  this  modern  age  to  breathe 
air  as  pure  as  is  possible  ;  a  pall  of  smoke  over  our  town  is  not 
now  necessary  in  order  to  indicate  prosperity  and  may  in  fact  be 
an  indication  that  we  as  a  community  are  failing  to  take  advantage 
of  the  benefits  of  our  modern  social  legislation  and  science. 


The  pages  which  follow  give  detailed  information  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Inspectors. 
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I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  responded  to  increasingly  heavy  demands  on 
their  services  and,  in  particular,  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  assistance  given  by  my  deputy,  Mr.  G.  Spencer. 

Finally,  I  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  keen  interest  and  support  in  all 
branches  of  the  work  during  the  year.

N.B. — The  Ministry  of  Health  suggest  that  owing  to  numerous 
factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice  cream,  it  is  unwise  to 
pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given 
sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples. 
It  is  suggested  that  over  a  six-monthly  period  50  per  cent,  of  a 
vendor's  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  into  Grades 
1  or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into 
Grade  4.
